In  late  August,  Birmingham-Southern  College 
welcomed  the  newest  members  to  its  campus 
community  on  the  Hilltop.

New  student  orientation  at  BSC  is  jam- 
pacfeed  full  of  activities  to  help  incoming 
freshman  and  transfer  students  become 
acquainted  with  hfe  on  campus.  Saturday 
afternoon  students  meet  with  their  facuky 
advisors,  peer  advisors,  and  their  peer-advising 
group.  Following  that  is  the  Convocation,  in 
which  the  provost  and  Dr.  Pollacb  address  the 
freshman  class  for  the  first  time.  The  rest  of 
orientation  includes  more  meetings  with  faculty 
advisors,  tours  of  the  library,  and  an  introduction 
to  the  Honor  Code.  At  a  special  assembly  new 
students  are  asfeed  by  the  Honor  Council  to  sign 
the  Honor  Code  in  front  of  the  council  and  the 
newest  members  of  the  student  body.

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For  many  young  women  at  Birmingham-Southern, 
early  fall  is  a  very  stressful  time.  In  addition  to  adjusting 
to  new  classes,  new  friends,  and  new  living 
arrangements,  women  are  preparing  for  sorority 
recruitment.  Whether  its  new  students  hoping  to  make 
a  good  first  impression,  or  sorority  women  hoping  to 
express  just  how  much  Greek  life  means  to  them.

flH^H^^^^^  out.    For  months  they  practice  their  cheers,  rehearse 

i  V  their  sbits,  and  brush  up  on  their  conversation-making 

'  "  skills.  Potential  new  members  (or  PNM's)  attend  three 

rounds  of  sorority  parties,  but  thankfully  they  have 
someone  there  to  help  them.  When  each  PNM  registers 
for  recruitment,  she  is  assigned  to  a  specific  Rho 
Gamma  group.  Rho  Gammas  are  sorority  women  who  have  chosen  to  disaffiliate 
from  their  Greek  organization  and  act  as  a  recruitment  counselor  for  the  PNM's. 
The  Rho  Gammas  counsel  the  ladies  and  give  them  advice  on  everything  from 
what  to  wear  to  deciding  which  sorority  is  the  best  fit  for  them.  They  also  are  in 
charge  of  keeping  tabs  on  the  PNM's  and  making  sure  that  they  make  it  from 
house  to  house  without  getting  lost  or  out  of  order.  The  Rho  Gammas  then  escort 
the  women  back  to  Bruno  Great  Hall  where  they  rank  their  preferences  of  which 
sorority  houses  they  would  like  to  go  back  and  visit.  The  three  nights  of  parties 
each  have  a  different  theme.  The  first  night  is  the  Icebreakers  round  and  it's  the 
shortest  of  all  three  nights.  This  night  gives  the  PNM's  a  brief  peak  at  each 
sorority  and  lets  them  know  just  what  the  sorority  stands  for.  This  is  also  the  only 
night  that  PNM's  will  attend  all  six  sorority  houses.  The  second  night  of  recruitment 
is  Skit  Night,  and  each  sorority  performs  a  skit  for  the  visiting  potential  new 
members.  The  ladies  get  to  set  back  and  enjoy  entertainment  and  refreshments 
at  as  many  as  five  sororities.  The  final  night  of  recruitment  is  the  most  serious  of 
all  the  nights.  Preferential  Night  is  the  last  time  that  the  PNM's  will  visit  the 
sorority  houses  before  making  their  decision.  Women  may  visit  up  to  three 
houses  on  this  final  night.  Unlike  the  previous  nights,  topics  of  discussion  are 
much  more  serious  as  the  women  decide  what  it  is  that  they  are  really  looking  for 
in  a  sorority.  This  is  also  the  last  chance  for  the  sorority  women  to  express  to  the 
PNM's  just  how  much  their  sorority  means  to  them.  When  the  Pref  ceremonies 
are  over,  the  Rho  Gammas  lead  their  potential  new  members  back  to  Bruno 
Great  Hall  and  help  them  sort  out  their  feelings. 
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Sorority  Bid  Day  is  the  culmination  of  three  nights  of  women's  recruitment.  The  annual 
event  is  in  celebration  of  the  women  who  went  through  recruitment,  and  received  a  bid  from  a 
sorority.  On  the  Tuesday  after  the  last  night  of  recruitment  parties,  the  ladies  gathered  in  Norton 
Theater  where  they  anxiously  awaited  receiving  their  bids.  They  were  joined  by  the  Panhellenic 
President  and  Vice  President,  the  VP  of  Recruitment,  and  all  twelve  Rho  Gammas.  As  bids  were 
opened,  cheers  erupted  throughout  the  theater  and  chaos  began  to  ensue.  The  new  members 
could  not  be  contained  for  long.  After  the  disaffialted  Rho  Gammas  and  members  of  the  Panhellenic 
council  revealed  which  sorority  they  belonged  to,  all  of  the  women  ran  up  the  stairs  and  into  Bruno 
Great  Hall.  Waiting  for  them  in  the  Great  Hall  were  their  new  sorority  sisters,  armed  with  balloons. 
signs,  and  a  smile.  After  the  excitement  died  down,  all  of  the  sororities  toofe  their  new  members 
back  to  their  houses  for  a  night  of  sisterly-bonding.  Typically  the  Bid  Day  festivities  are  held  in  the 
Sorority  Ampitheater,  but  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  inclement  weather  prevented  the  event  from 
being  held  outside.
